The Berlin correspondent of the Mail, 
who on February 27 sent a dispatch 
outlining plans for a monarchist up- 
rising in Germany arrived in London, 
having left Berlin on March 14 after- 
a residence there of three months. He 
reiterates the statement made in his 
dispatch, saying that President Ebe'rt, 
Chancellor 
Scheidmaiin and Minister 


of War Noske are merely puppets. He 
declares that for the purpose of re- 
taining power they have allowed mem- 
bers of the military caste to reappear 
as organizers of 
the new republican 
armies. 
''These men are the real governors 


of Germany," he says. 
''They make 


the edicts and Chancellor Scheidemann 
and his collegues willingly sign them." 
Similar 
testimony is given by other 
correspondents 
in telegraphing 
from 


Berlin, some stating that the capture 
of the suburb of Lichtenburg has been 
intentionally prolonged with a view to 
exterminating the Spartacans, 
whose 
treatment at the hands of government 
troops is said to be sharply condemn- 
ed. 
AVhile' alleged atrocities are attri- 
buted to the Spartacans details which 
have been given 
are 
doubted or de- 


nied. 
Even 
the 
Vorwaerts 
admits 
them to be much exaggerated. The 
correspondents 
concur in the 
state- 
ment that extreme bitterness has been 
created against ihe government troops 
and that further trouble is inevitable. 
According to a dispatch to the Mail 
the Spartacan revolt will certainly re- 
cur in ever increasing force unless a 
-miracle happens. It adds that Herr 
Jsoske.'s forces have ben recruited by 
liribg£. and promise of big rations and 
t'h'at-'to. this may be attributed some o£ 
the food shortage in Berlin.

Archangel, Saturday, March -15,—The 


futile attack which the Bolsheviki de- 
livered yesterday on the allied ami 
American forces comprised the first ser- 
ious attempt to cut the line of communi- 
cations of the Dvina and Vaga col- 
umns. The attempt was not only frus- 
trated but the Bolsheviki forces suffere- 
ed a severe defeat and sustained heavy 
losses. 
Moving from the Kadish-Tarezvo sec- 
tor, the first battalion of the Sixth Sov- 
iet regiment, 5(io strong, attacked at 
1:45 
o'clock in the afternoon the allied 
positions in the village of- Gorka, which 
is 25 miles north of Beresnik, at the 
junction of the Vaga and the Dvina. 
The American-Russian detachment at 
Gorka was well entrenched and it de- 
cisively repulsed ihe enemy capturing 
five prisoners and five machine nuns 
during the lighting. After the attack 
the bodies of 57 Bolsheviki wen; found. 
The allied force suffered only one cas- 
ualty—a ma.n wounded. 
The Vaga sector in the vicinity of 
Kitsa, is fiuiet as are the other fronts. 
American officers who returned today 
from the Vaga front declared that the 


, Bolsheviki sustained exceedingly heavy 
j losses last week. They related one par-, 
j ticularly instance of such losses to the 
correspondent. 
It occurred after the 


enemy had raxed with artillery fire near- 
ly all the blockhouses in Vistavka. 


All the defensive troops withdrew 


i with the exception of a squad of Amer- 
I leans who lay concealed in a partly-de- 
| stroyed blockhouse with machine guns. 
JTh enemy scouts advanced and were 
j permitted to cut the barbedwire entangle- 
ment. 
On doing this they shouted 


back to their comrades that the village 
had been abandoned. 
When the first column of the Bolshe- 


viki walked unsuspectingly up to the 
entanglements ;.he Americans inside the 
blockhouse turned their machine -guns 
loose and mowed down the entire enemy 
party.' After this the defensive forces 
went back into Vistavka.' 
• 


Of the total of 36 Americans listed as 
missing since the beginning of hostil- 
ities on this front it has been reported 
that. 10'are prisoners in the Bolsheviki 
hospital at Velsk. This information was 
given an American Red Cross fied-work- 
er who questioned Bosheviki deserters 
on the Vaga front.

which they offer a premium. 


Many inexperienced investors read- 


ily succumb to these allurements. 
In- 


deed, 
investigation 
by 
government 
agencies has revealed that a large 
volume of liberty bonds has already 
been traded for worthless stocks, or at 
least for securities 
whose 
value is 


highly problematical. 


To prevent innocent investors from 


being 
swindled the treasury 
depart- 


ment and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion have joined in a campaign to curb 
dishonest 
methods of stock

tion. Court decisions hold that stocks

SEEKING USES FOR LIGNITES 


Federal Bureau of Mines Will Make 


Investigation of What May Be 


New Fuel Supply. 


The bureau of mines will make an 


Investigation to determine the com- 
mercial and economical value of lig- 
nites and the practicability of their 
utilization In productlbn of fuel oil, 
gasoline substitutes, ammonia, 
taf, 


solid fuel, gas for power and other pur- 
poses, under the terms of a senate bin 
which the house of representatives 
adopted. An appropriation of $100,- 
000 was voted. It was argued that the 
object of the investigation is to dem- 
onstrate the commercial value of lig- 
nite, which ia one-third of tha coal de- 
posits of .the nation. 


A. vast volume of the deposits is on 


government land, and Texas has ap- 
proximately 23,000,000,000 tons. The 
official report says there is bituminous 
coal in Texas, bnt not sufficient to sup- 
ply the railroads, and in urging the 
passage of the bill Representative 
Wingo of Arkansas told the house that 
proper development of lignite in Texas 
with, its full uses demonstrated would 
save an annual fuel bill to the people 
of that state of $ 15,000,000.—Houston 
Post 


Found Platinum Bade. 


Dr. Herschel C. Parker of Columbia 


university, while on an exploring ex- 
pedition to Alaska last summer, dis- 
covered extensive platinum beds in 
the Susitana and Yentna valleys in 
the Cook inlet country. He brought 
out a large number of ore samples on 
his return to the States, and is now 
engaged in exhaustive tests of the 
metal. He expects to establish a plant 
for handling the ore when be goes 
back to Alaska next spring. 


"The Alaska platinum ore ia low 


grade," said Doctor Parker, "but it la 
there in abundance. It will have to be 
handled In large quantities and under 
scientific methods of economy to make 
it pay. The question of its commercial 
value is simply one of engineering. 
With the end of the war and the con- 
sequent wide use of platinum for Jew- 
elry, I believe the Alaska beds will 
prove a valuable source of world sup- 
ply."
